The: study of Gov. Jupson Harnmow 
which Tu» Timxes submitted to its reas. | 
ers yesterday. throws a good deal of] 
light nét only on his interesting person- 
ality, but on the conditions of political 
life for the past decade. Here is a citi- 
sen of marked ability, who stands high | 
in his profession of the law, who has 
served with credit as head of the De- 
bartment of Justice in the National

Certainly the work he had previously 
done-in:thé Federal service was not un- 
important: He ‘had successfully de- 
fended “thé constitutionality of the 
Anti-Trust act, the most far-reaching 
legislation since the resumption of spe- 
cle payments. Incidentally he had 
shown the temper of his character by 
withdrawing. from a case under that 
law because the Administration that} 
had retained him. would not pursue the 
case in the. manner he deemed right. 
President CLEVELAND valued his coun- 
sel in the Cabinet highly, and the influ- 
ence he exerted in National politics was 
considerable. But it was not until he 
was called to the Governorship of Ohio 
that he niade the remarkable impres- 
sion upon public opinion that is now 
generally recognized. Nor has he made 
this impression by any startling inno- 
vation, by new ideas or new policies. 
He pays himself that he has simply un- 
dertaken to apply to his work the old- 
fashioned Democratic standards of hon- 
esty. economy, and fidelity. In reality, 
of course, these ate not essentially 
Democratic, any more than .

But 
it Is very difficult to present evidence 
which will induce a, Magistrate to hold 
such prisoners long, and, after repeated 
failures to get the men they have iden- 
tified as thieves sent to jail, the police 
are likely to be discouraged. They ought 
to know, that every bonest. citizen who 
rides.in the public conveyances heartily 
approves their efforts, If they will keep 
persistently at the work of “rounding 
up” pickpockets whenever they’ dis- 
cover @ gang preparing for operations 
they will soon lessen one of the perils 
of our streets. Men whose watches. and 
purses are stolen ara too apt to shirk 
their duty to tiake their loss known to 
the police.

THE MICE: AND THE MONEY. 

_ "The tale of the Minnesota farmer who, 
Aid his savings, in paper money, under 
the floor of his attic, safe from bank- 
ers, investment egents, and burglars, to 
find, when he needed fis fortune, that 
the mice had devoured $2.656, is good, 
enough to be true. ‘We are compelled 
to wonder whee he did not take an occa- 
sional peep at. his money; and thus dis- 
cover its peril: He seems an unreagon- 
ably eareless' farmer for a thrifty one. 
But, although the Treasury Department 
is unable to reimburse him, as he can- 
not produce remnants enough of his 
wealth to satisfy the experts that it 
ever existed, probably. it has not gone 
further frony him’ than {f he had in- 
veated it in some enterprise that met 
his fancy. “He has learned now that 
‘money out of circulation is not money. 
While his ‘Treasury notes were under 
his ‘attic flobr they were of no more 
actual value to him. than twenty-odd 
shares in stock of some non-exist- 
ent mine or some industrial enterprise 
existing only on paper, They repre- 
sented hope, and his hopo in ‘the stock 
‘would have been lareer than his hope 
in the money, for he would have bought 
thé stock in the belief that its value 
‘would increase 500 per cent. or so in an 
‘incredibly short time. Thus he has lost 
some of the pleasures of hope. 

But he has also lost his moriey, which 
might, indeed, have been stolen in spite 
of his precautions, or burnéd, or scat- 
tered by high winds, if the mice in his 
house had ‘not been so hungry. Any 
reputable banker in his neighborhood 
could have invested his savings for him 
in a perfectly safe way, so that they 
would have. increased 8 or 4 per cent, 
yearly.

ADMIRAL G. H. H. WILDE DEAD. 


He Was. Cong Stationed at Eastern 
Navy Yards and Retired In 1905.

BOSTON, Dec. 8.—Rear Admiral George 
H. H. Wilde, U. 8. N., retired, died sud- 
denly of heart disease to-day at his home 
tn North Haston. Admiral Wilde y= 66 
years old. 


Rear Admiral Wilde was born in Braifi- 
tree, Mass., and was graduated from the 
United States Naval Academy in 1864 and 
rose to the rank of commander in twenty 
years, In 1865 he was serving on the 
flagship Susquehanna when she went to 
Havana for the Confederate ram Stone- 
wall Jackson, and commanded the United 
States steamship Dolphin on her’ cruise 
around the world, which was finished in 
1885. It was the first time a steel vessel 
belonging to the United States Navy had 
circumnavigated the globe. 

As Secretary of the Lighthouse Board 
Rear Admiral Wilde introduced gas buoys 
on the great lakes, established an electric 
light vessel on ‘the dangerous Diamond 
Shoals off Cape Hatteras, and introduced 
the installation and operation of tele- 
phones connecting light vessels with the 
shore.

May it not, therefore, be expected that 
in the event of the enactment of a Fed- 
eral law-for the regulation of raflroad 
capital issues the effect will. be to sub- 
stitute. regulation by a single Federal 
Commission for regulation by a num- 
ber of disconnected State Commissions?

TRENTON, N. J., Des. 8.—Trenton ts in 
the grip of a typhoid fever epidemic, due 
it is believed, to the pollution ofthe Dela- 
ware River, from which Prenton gets its 
drinking water..

First Deputy Police Commissioner Doug- 
las I.’ McKay with; Several friends was 
walking along. the west sidewalk, and, 
pushing his way through the frightened 
men and women who were Seeking a palce 
of safety, ran into the street and grasped 
the bridle of one of the plunging horses. 
He was tossed about and his hat was 
knocked off, but he did not ldosen “his 
érip, After he had ben dragged half the 
length of the block toward Forty-fourth 
Street he succeeded in throwing one of 
the horses, and with the aid of men who 
ran to help him managed to quiet the 
animals. The Commissioner's back was 
severely wrenched and.he was badly 
bruised. All those’ who were’ witnesses to 
his bravery agreed that his quick work 
alone saved several persons from serious
